Drops to 28 Peg r a sa F lra Da- 
streys School. 

Suu > rttucisco, .Ian. 23. — Ceutral and 
southern California residents, 
by two days of cold, awoke to a wann- 
er temperatiire. Unaccnstomed to se- 
vere weather, the temperature which 
<ause<l them to shiver and gnunble 
were only what would have been 
called uiaderate elsewhere. Neverthe- 
less, the niarfcs of 20 and 28, effective 
throughout most <«f the citrus grow- 
ing district, had been sufficient to 
cause heavy loss to those crops. 

Tbe coldest weather reported, aside 
from the usual low marks in" the high 
.>>ierr;i-^. wn-; 1!1 degrees at Willows, 
(Wenn oount.v. But ll took less cold 
than tliat to force orange aad leaioas 
int<» overalls and keep forces out all 
night tending the smudge pots and 
• r-ii.iril heaters, on which they de- 
liended to ndnlmlze the frost's dam- 
age. 

Just bow much the - orange and 
leiuon crops suffered cannot be deter- 
mined for several days. Meanwhile, 
groweffK in many sections are arrang- 
ing meetings at which st^ can be 
taken to prevent niucli of the frost- 
damaged fruit from r^chlng the mar- 
ket. 

The cold weather was prpdueUve of 
a number «f novelties for California, 

including snow Hurries at several 
points near Los Angeles. Irrigation 
difclies froze over, ponds and lakes did 
iikeuise, and even one arui of San 
Francisco ba.v. kept fi?esh by tbe In- 
flux of a stream, developed a film of 
Ice.

Pope Benedict XV rose to the 8U- 

Sreme head of the Catholic church 
ept. 6, 1914, less than six months 
a0er he was etevitted to the cardlnal- 
ihlv. fTo wfls tMiiii of noble paieiita 
nt Pogll, near Genoa, Italy, N«T. 21, 
i854. His father was Marquis Delia 
CSilesa. ^ 

Educated' at Capronlcan college and 
tte Academy of Bcdcatastica, he was 
ordained to the priesthood in 1878. 
Be was taken to Madrid, Spain, by 
Cardinal Rampolla, and for four years 
was secretary of the nunciature in 
I^Mdn. In IBOl he waa appointed eon- 
suitor of the holy, office and In 1907 
Pope Plus gave hl'm the appointment 
of archbishop of the see of Bologna. 
He was made a cardinal in May, 1014. 

Papa Benedict was mmdi aflMted by 
ttM -kWTors and sorrow of the World 
war and many times tried to bring 
about peace negotiations. Germany's 
violation of Belgium's neutrality filled 
him with great sorrow and after the 
sinking of the Lnsitania. he telegraph- 
ed the German emperor telling \\\^- 
abh<Hrrence of the deed. 

Saddened By Horrors of War. 
Pope Benedict's first appeal f(»r 
peace was issued «>ne week after his 
coronation. The appeal failed to bring 
results, ns did also lils later plan for 
a Chrlstmns truce. In .lanuary and in 
Joly, 1015, he again tried to bring 
abdut peace negotiations. In March, 
1016, he repeated his attempts and in 
May of the same year suggested that 
Amerlfu should act as conciliator be- 
tween the warring nations. His note 
to President . Wilson to tliis effect 
readied Washington when Oermany 
and the United Sfatfs were involved 
In a diplomatic . riNis. The Vatican ap- 
proved of I'lesident Wilson's peace 
note in 1917, bat tju-ee months later 
the United States entered the war« 

The Pope's most nienioroble appeal 
for peace was Issued In his own hand- 
writing on August 8. 1917. and asked 
Iteiligerent rulers to end the struggle. 
During the peace conference his pleas 
were Issued In l»dia)( of weaker na- 
tions. 

•Tust before tlie coiifi'ience President 
Wilson bad a j;>rivate conference with 
Pi^ Benedict at the Vatican in which 
many questions of a social and Inter- 
national nature were discussed. 

The settlement of the 700-year-old 
Irish problem was received with great 
pleasure by the, pope, who Issued a 
me ssa g e congratulating the principals 
In the negotiations. 



Japanese Now Have Numerous Objec- 
. tiens te Offer to HuflMir 
lleHy 



Wasliingtou. Jan. 23. — Reduction of 
land armaments., wiped oft the ag<>ndit 
of the WaahiagtoB eoetsretn In the 
case of Frace, was revived and applied 
to China. Demand that China 
niuterially cut down her military furtes 
was Included in a resolution spon- 
sored by Soutmr Underwood of the 
Ainerionn delegatlei^ ud udS p ted mk 
unim<nisly. 

To force compliance with this fur- 
tlier invasion of Ciiina'a sovereignty 
i>y a conference snppassd to aafHtuard 
iier interests, the mite of an increase 
in the Chinese tariff rates recently 
allowed was made conditional upon ac- 
ceptance of the mandate to reduce her 
army. 

Indications that the Anglo-Japanese 
alliance still Is In operation were seen 
In the support given the Underwood 
resolution. Sir Robert Borden, former 
Premier of Canada, and a meml>er of 
the British delegation, who made the 
motion Wednesday to strike out the 
retroactive section ©f the Hughes open 
door resolution, made . the principal 
q^eeeh in favor of reducing land 
armaments exduaively in China. Sir 
Robert's speech was prepared In ad- 
vance. 

Of course, the necessity for China 
expending less moBsgr ea MMIers was 
based purely on eeoBonie grounds. 
Nothing was said of the effect the 
development of an efficient army in 
China would have on Japan's attitude 
toward China. There has been much 
opoi talk by Chineae hare at the con- 
ference of the movement to wake up 
their people and get them Interested In 
preparing adequate weapons for the 
defense of their land against foreign 
aggression. The eye of the "tlfirplnj 
giant of the otient,'* enee nranssa, ft 
is recognized, InavltMj Mit %mk fall 
upon Japan. 

The Japanese delegates showed 
theif f wn hand in backing up on the 
podtlon fney toolc Tiranday with re- 
gard to the Hughes resolution for pub- 
lication of all commitments relating to 
China. The Japanese thoroughly ap- 
proved the proposal "in prlndplei'* 
They now have nmeiWM ehjeetlena to 
offer. 

Baron Shidehara, for the Japanese 
delegation, objected to the proposed 
requirements that private claims to 
special rights, privUegea and ceneen* 
slons be listed with the secretary gen- 
eral of the conference, to be compiled 
and distributed to all the powers par- 
ticipating In the conference. Be also 
atidad that many of the docummts as- 
serted as basis for Japan's claima in 
China are in Japanese or Chinese lan- 
gimge, and Japan would not be bound 
by translatlops.

UIIOS MEET AT WASHIiililil 



Premier, in Referring to Conferences, 
Said If There Had Been a Cenffer. 

ence in July, 1914, There Would 
l-lave Been No War. 

London, Jan. 23..— Pr«iuler Lluyd 
George, addreering the national liberal 

conference, declared that ail "Ihe na- 
tions of Kurope, without distinction, 
had been invited to ihe (ienoa ei ouom- 
ic conference "because we want to put 
an end to constant Wam and rmaors 
of wars." 

Discussing tlie Wnsidn;:l»in confer- 
enfe lie said: "The peace of the 

world largely depends upon good un- 
deratandli^ between the United States 
and oursdves. The conference has 
done more than anyildn^' else to re- 
store that understanding." 

Parley Would Have Averted War. 
. Tlie premier, la referring to hMemn- 
tlonal conferences in general, said 
that if there had been a conference 
in July, 1914, there woiAd have been 
no war in August, 1914. 

"No Intctaatlonal eenference ever 
settled BuK^e's probltms," he said 
"but they have advanced the cause of 
peace on earth. I have profound <oii- 
rlctlmi and faith in tbe ultimate rea- 
son of mankind.'* 

Hr. Lloyd O esr ge was greeted with 
a storm of cheers when he appeared 
on the platform In Central hall, where 
tbe conference waa held. .\1l the co- 
alition ministers and B hs ra l members 
of parliament wore iwesent. Raying 
to an eugollstlc introduction by the 
chairman of the meeting. Lord Lever- 
bulme, tbe premier Immediately began 
a dlacuaalon of the advantage securing 
to tile eHVlm fMnn tkt IiWi setHa- 
menf. 

Refere to Irish Pact. 

"It is the first time for a century." 
he said, "that we have bad an Irish 
fUfmwnent astabllahed with the 
wholehearted sanction of tbe people of 

Great Britain." 

Mr. Lloyd George said that the Irish 
settlement had enhanced the prestlj(e 
Of Great Britain throoghout the world 
and had deprived her enemfes of niie 

force that taunt that we were alwa.\< 
willing to give exalted advice to oiiier 
nations, whldi never followed our- 
selvea." 

Touching on the subject of a gen- 
eral election, he disclaimed that be 
had started the talk of it. saying be 
had not made up his mind in regard to 
sudi an election and that it would not 
be his business to do so until the last 
minute. 

"I have notiiing to add to the ad- 
miral^e atatemmt on the suhjot t by 
my colleagoe, Austen Chamberlain," lie 
added. "Whether ttie election oomes 

eady or late we shall have but one 
p<dlcy to put before the < ountry— a poi 
icy not dictated by electioneering 
exigoicles, but a poUcy demanded by 
the needs .of the coimtry and of the
